Replying at Hartley College to the Mayor’s

**T do not wish to keep you by discussing the 
conduct of the war—(‘‘Go on ”)- -but T do, on 
behalf of the soldiers, want to say two things 
which I have never seen mentioned in any news- 
paper, or alluded to, but which have been the 
basis of the greatest difficulties we have experi- 
enced. In the first instance, many of our men 
are city born, and England is not a very large 
country. We went out to a region where the 
principal number of our enemies were born, 
almost in the open, in a very large country. 
and it is not untrue to say that practically the 
vision, the ordinary sight, of our enemy was two 
miles at least further than the average sight of 
the Englishmen who were fighting against them. 
That is a matter of actual fact. An ordinary 
Dutchman or Afrikander can see a man coming to- 
wards him two miles before the man approaching

can detect him. That has been throughout 
a very severe handicap to our troops. It has 
caused the loss of many gallant scouts; it has 
been one of the many reasons why we found a 
great difficulty in advancing—a greater difficulty 
perhaps than we were given credit for. 

**'The other point is that we were fighting in 
a country through which there were native 
settlements. In certain districts there were 
numbers of Kaffir kraals. Our enemies could 
speak the language—our men could not. Our 
enemies had only to go to a Kaffir kraal to learn 
the whole news of the district. Of course, we 
had acertain number of interpreters, butan inter- 
preter is not the same thing. An officer can 
ask questions that he will never obtain answer to 
through an interpreter. A serious handicap it was 
to our troops, and the fact of our men not knowing 
the Dutch language and the Kaffir language, while 
our enemy knew both, was also a difficulty to 
which I do not think our critics have given 
sufficient weight. (Hear, hear.) Those are but 
two of the main difficulties which I do not think 
have been recognised. I could give more; but 
in the long run those difficulties have been over- 
come by the valour and discipline of the English 
army. (Cheers.) 

“ I say this with a perfect confidence, that I am 
positively certain there is no other nation on the 
globe at this moment that could have sent out 
within a year, across from six to seven thousand 
miles of sea, an expedition of the size sent from 
England, and have carried through the war as it 
has been carried through by English troops. 
(Loud applause?) And when we are abusing 
our War Office, and finding fault with the 
training of our troops, let us remember that | 
the War Office has sent out over two hundred | 
thousand mer, and has got them completely | 
fed, and well fed, for more than a year | 
abroad, at a distance of between a thousand | 
and fifteen hundred miles away from the sea. , 
(Cheers.) It is a great performance—I believe | 
one of the greatest that have ever been done in | 
the way of making war: a performance we may 
all be proud of, because it is not merely a military 
performance, Railway men, telegraph men, 
post-office men, engineers, and, in fact, all those 
trades which go to make up the higher portion of 
civilisation, all have been kept in continual work. 
It is a war in which the whole of educated and 
mercantile England has been called upon to bear 
its share, and the way that it has been done has 
proved, after all, that poor old England is not so 
backward as a good many people say she is.” 
(Laughter and cheers),

| Death of a Loyal Prince.—Last week there passed

His life, 
though not a long one, 
was crowded with sport 
and adventure, and he 
was very well known in 
England, having been 
over here as recently as 
last summer. He first 
came into prominence 
when, at the age of nine- 
teen, he started racing 
under the mentorship of 
Lord William Beresford, 
> and the confederacy met

He was a daring rider, a 
splendid shot, the best 
amateur billiard - player 
of the day (according to 
John Roberts’sown state- 
ment), and devoted to 
cricket and polo. He

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REVIEW AND DEPARTURE OF THE 
DUEE OF YORK’S AUSTRALIA GUARD. 


HE men seiected to go to Australia as 
representatives of the British Army on the 
occasion of the ceremonies connected with 
the inauguration of the Commonwealth 

Parliament assembled at Wellington Barracks on 
Thursday, Nov. 8, for inspection by the Duke of 
Cambridge. They were in line formation in the 
following order—The Royal Horse Artillery Con- 
tingent (unmounted), fifty-five strong, ontheright 
of the line ; next to them a composite detachment 
of the 1st and 2nd Life Guards and Royal Horse 
Guards (unmounted), twenty-four strong; then 
twenty-four Grenadiers, a like number of Scots, 
about twenty Irish Guards, twenty-four Cold- 
streamers, and, finally, twenty-five , represent- 
atives of the Victoria and St. George’s Rifles 
(Ist Middlesex), forming the extreme left of the 
line. The Duke, who was received by Major- 
General Trotter, was accompanied by Colonel 
FitzGeorge and Admiral FitzGeorge. The Duke 
having made a careful inspection of the line, the 
flank companies were turned inwards, so as to 
form three sides of a hollow square, and His 
Royal Highness addressed the men "on parade.
